Sir: 

This Renewed Petition Under 37 C.F.R. 1 .47(b) is being submitted in response to the 
Decision mailed on May 16, 2007 which dismissed, without prejudice, a Petition by Person 
Having Proprietary Interest to File Application on Behalf of Inventors Who Refuse to Sign or 
Cannot be Found under 37 C.F.R. 1.47(b). The two month deadline to respond to the Decision 
was July 16, 2007, and this Renewed Petition is being filed with a Petition for Extension of Time 
Under 1.136(a) and the required fee. 

The Dismissal was based on the fact that petitioner had not established that a bona fide 
attempt was made to present a copy of the application papers to the inventors. Also, the

Declaration for Patent Application with Power of Attorney signed by the 1 .47(b) applicant was 
found to be improper because it did not contain the name of the person signing the document. 

Attached are Declarations signed by myself, and Nancy Johnson, a paralegal employed by 
the firm of TraskBritt, which show that the Declaration for Patent Application with Power of 
Attorney was delivered to each of inventors at their last known address pursuant to MPEP 
409.03(d).

I have 
also attached the preceding correspondence with Mr. O'Brien to detail our attempts to answer 
Mr. O'Brien's questions and provide documents acceptable to him. 

Also enclosed is a replacement Declaration for Patent Application (With Power of 
Attorney) signed by the 1.47(b) applicant which contains the name of the person who executed 
the Declaration. This Declaration replaces the one previously submitted and found to be 
improper by the Examiner.
